Washingtons, D. C.. April 11.— 


The galleries of both Houses of con- 
gress were crowded today and every 
senator and representative was in his 
seat. Immediately after the session 
began the President's message ar- 
rived and was read. 


The President began bis messsage 


by a strong statement of the 
out- 


break in Cuba and of the devastation 
wrought to the entire resources of 
the island. 
This, resulted in heavy 


loss ^to our trade and to great irrita- 
tion which found expression in con- 
gress. 


He recites the effort of President 


Cleveland in 1896 to mediate, which 
was refused by Spain insisting that 
the insurgents must yield on terms 
dictated by Spain. 
Then 
followed 


renewed efforts by Spain to suppress 
the rebellions, including methods un- 
known in modern history of civilized 
Christian people. 
He referred to the 


policy reconcentrfition begun October 
21, 1890, and showed that it was the 
absolute starvation of helpless, im- 
prisoned non-combatants. 


The President referred to his mes-

The 
President favors such intervention on 
the ground of huamnity, because all 
this misery and waste of life right 
at our door. Another ground is the 
serious injury to trade and commerce. 
The most important is the constant 
menace to our peace and the enorm- 
ous expense entailed on the govern- 
ment of the United States. 


At this point the President said a 


long trial has proved the object 
.for 


which Spain has waged war cannot 
be attained. 
Tlie fire of insurrection 


cannot bo extinguished by present 
methods and the only^hope is the en- 
forced 'pacification in the name of 
humanity, in the name of civilization 
and in behalf of endangered Amer- 
ican interests, which • give us 
the 


right and duty to speak and to act so 
that the war in Cuba, must stop. 
Therefore the President asks congress 
to empower the President to take 
measures to secure the full and 
final 


termination of hostilities in Cuba 
and to secure in the island a stable 
government and use the military and 
naval forces for that purpose. 


The President also recommends an 


appropriation to continued the distri- 
bution of supplies to the suffering in 
Cuba. 


The Presient referred to the Maine 


disaster as one of the proofs of the in- 
ability of Spain to prevent disorder 
within her own border* and said that 
Spain offered 
to submit questions 


arising tlicrofrcm to arbitration. 


The original message closed with 


these words: 


"The issue is now with congress. 


It is a solemn responsibility. 
I. have 


exhausted every effort to relieve the 
intolerable condition of affairs which 
is at our doors. I am prepared to ex- 
ecute cpcry obligation imposed upon 
rne by the constitution and the law 
and I await your action." 
This was 


followed by the statement that since 
the foregoing message was prepared 
an official notice had been received of 
Spain's decree for the suspension of 
hostilities, which he gave for the con- 
sideration of congress. He adds: "If 
tfiis measure attains a successful re- 
sult, then our aspirations of a Christ- 
ian peace loving people 
can 
be

The parliament'Of England has just 
onferred 
municipal suffrage upon 


ingle women and widows of Ireland 
ipon substantially the same terms as 
ncn. Municipal suffrage was granted 
to women of England in 1809 and 
was so successful in its operation that 
n J881 it was extended to the women 
of Scotland. Now, after twenty-nine 
years of satisfactory experience in 
England and seventeen in Scotland, it 
is extended to the women of Ireland. 
Kull suffrage, including the 
Parlia- 


mentary vote, was conferred upon the 
women "of the Isle of Man in 18SO: to 
the women of New Zealand in 189U, 
and in 18414 the same privilege was 
extended to the women of South 
Australia. The United States was the 
first of the nations to extend the 
suit rage to men upon liberal lines. 
England rather tardily following her 
example: but the rapid and far- 
searching extensions of suffrage to 
women 'within the domain of the 
firitish 
government seems to indi- 


cate that England has been more 
ready after all' to recognizeJ,he logic 


English and Irish women who are 
qualified to vote in their native coun- 
tries should be disfranchised if they 
chance to remove to the 
United 


States? In Sweden and Norway tax- 
paying women may vote by proxy, 
and it is fair to ask why such women 
in the United States should enjoy less 
politcal dignity? In Iceland, 
3<Mn- 


land and in certain elections in Rus- 
sia tax-paying 
women may 
vote 


directly, while in Prusia, Westphalia, 
Schleswig-Hlsin Holstcin, Austria, 
Bohemia, Italy and Russia the tax- 
paying women are permitted to vote 
by proxy. Does it not seem strange 
that the boasted liberty of the United 
States should grant smaller political 
rights to women than these monarch- 
ies of Europe?

lias been stopping at the Biggs House 
lor a few days, and a Times reporter 
liad an interesting interview 
with 


him today. 
Mr. Edwards talked freely of the 


fight against Mr. Fenton and thouglit 
the anti-delegates 
selected at tiic 


mass convention 
in 
West 
Union 


should be seated tomorrow. Mr. Ed- 
wards said that "the contest in 
Adams county is not, nor has not 
"been, a personal contest against L. 
J. Fenton. It is a question of pro- 
cedure only. 
Early in the year 185)7, 


the then 'Republican county central 
committee of Adams county, being 
in session for the transaction of busi- 
ness, the cliairman of the committee 
stated to his fellow members that 
within one week the convention in 
the joint district of Adams and Pike 
would be held for the purpose of 
placing in the field a nominee for the 
general assembly; that the time was 
too short to have a primary and send 
delegates to a county convention, 
which 
county 
convention would 


elect delegates to the joint conven- 
tion. Some of the members, under a 
discussion of the matter, expressed 
doubt^as to the authority of the com- 
mittee in the matter, but finally 
agreed to support a resolution cover- 
ing the ground. 


"When the resolution was read, it 


was also found to embrace a resolu 
tion authorizing Hon. L. J. Fenton 
to select his delegation to the next 
congressional 
convention. 
This 


created an uproar in the committee 
and ^finnally resulted in the commit- 
tee passing the resolution as to the 
Hon. A. C. Smith and continuing the 
resolution as to the Hon. L. J. Fen- 
ton until the next meeting. 


"From the day when the commit- 


tee adjourned to" this, the Republican 
county central committee of Adams 
county has never had a quorum pres- 
ent at any meeting. On one occasion, 
with only nine members

of 


twenty-one present, a vote was had 
on the resolution to let Mr. Fenton 
select his delegates, five voting in the 
affirmative and four in the negative.

by the committee of 1SB7 is null and 
void and or' no effect." 


A dispatch to the Enquirer from 


Winchester ^states that the Adams 
county committee had ro-endoiscd 
Mr. Fenton. 
The fact of there being 


two delegations from Adams county 
will materially affect Mr. Fenton's 
chances for the nomination.

He insisted that every one 
should read this chapter and study 
it, thereby becoming able to form 
their own opinions on the subject in- 
stead of accepting his views. "Awake 
to righteousness and sin not, for some 
have not the knowledge of God. I 
speak this to your shame. But some 
man.';, will say, 
How are the dead 


raised up, and with what body do 
fcheyJcome?"The resurrection of Christ 
is used as a foundation for the resur- 
rection of the human race. 
Resur- 


rection 
depends 
upon character. 


Some are resurrected to glory and 
honor, while others are to shame and 
contempt. 
How are they raised, and 


with what body do they come? We 
may not understand the process. For 
this reason, 
some 
deem it 
im- 


possible. A man may not be consid- 
ered foolish in seeking information but 
he is foolish if he denies that which 
is done. We see things every day that 
we do not understand the how of, yet 
we know that they do occur. How,is 
beyond our power to know. 
We do 


not reject the vegetation process, yet 
we do not know the mysterious pro- 
cess.

government had 


granted liberal institutions to the isl- 
and of Cuba, which the coming Cuban 
parliament would develop; recalling 
the condolence and sympathy expressed 
by the queen regent and her govern- 
ment on the disaster to the Maine and 
the horror this disaster had occasioned 
in Spanish hearts; and appealing to 
the courtesy and sense of justice of the 
Unitou States government to enlighten 
public opinion on the attitude of Spain. 


The note also repeats the offer of 


the Spanish government to submit the 
Maine question to experts designated 
by the maritime powers of the world.' 


This document was the official noti- 


fication of the Spanish government to 
the United States of the granting of an 
armistice and its essential terms. 


Minister Woodford's dispatch had 


briefly stated the fact that an armistice 
had been agreed upon, but it was not 
communicated 
as coming from the 


Spanish government. 


The official 
communication cleared 


up misapprehension on the most vital 
point of Spain's concession, namely, 
that the armistice was without condi- 
tions. 


The note was received by the state 


department after the first cabinet meet- 
ing, and was one of the maK subjects 
of consideration at the secoi% cabinet 
meeting held in the evning. 


Although the Spanish note was sur- 


rounded with the usual secrecy of offi- 
cial negotiations, the following sum- 
mary of its contents was secured: 


Want Errors Corrected.

later the duration and details of this 
armistice so as to carry out the gener- 
ous intentions of her majesty and the 
wishes of the friends of peace. 


"Second—Her majesty's government 


h.is granted to the island of Cuba in- 
stitutions as liberal as those

by Canada under the British flag.
